ST. Louis, Oct. 13.-The business

but Henry W. Moore, the city editor, 
who was sitting at his desk writing, 
says that while Cockrell, John M. 
MeGuffin, the business manager, and 
Victor T. Cole, the foreman, were 
holding a business conference in the 
editorial room, Col. Slayback, accom- 
panied by W. F. Clifton, entered the 
local room and passed on toward the 
editorial room, the door to which was 
closed. Mr. Moore turned in his 
chair as they passed by and observed 
that Slayback, as he opened the door 
wi& his'left hand had his right hand 
in uis pistol pocket 
In less than 


half a minute after Slayback entered 
Cockrell's room, Moore heard the re 
port of a pistol. He immediately 
sprang up and on entering the edito 
rial room found Slayback stretched 
on tho floor and Cockrell bending 
over him apparently wiping the 
blood from his face. 
Cockrell asked 


Moore to send for a physician, which 
he did. 
A few moments later Dr. 


McCarty arrived, but not until Slay- 
back was dead, he having died in 
about three minutes after he wan 
shot.

Dr. James D. Wheeler in Custody, 


Charged "With the Murder of 


Miss Estella Rialey. 


The Particulars so Far as Known. 


Our readers will remember that on 


Tuesday evening last Miss Eatella Risley, 
aged 22 years, died rather suddenly at the 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. A. T. 
Rigley, on East William street. The de- 
ceased had been ill for a period of about 
two weeks, and was attended by Dr. Jas. 
D. Wheeler, the eclectic physician and 
surgeon, whose office is over Smith's drug 
store, on Water street, and was thought 
to be in an improved condition on Mon- 
day, but on Tuesday she became sudden- 
ly worse and died that evening. She was 
a dark-eyed, dark haired young woman.of 
slight build, and had lived in Decatur all 
her life. 


THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 


At the Biiggesticn of the family, on 


Wednesday afternoon a pott-mortem ex- 
amination was had to ascertain the real 
cause of the death, which was given out 
by the attending physician as congestion 
of the lungs and bowels. The examina- 
tion was made by Dr. R. L. Walston and 
Dr. S. J. Bumstend, in the presence of 
Dr. Wheeler and tho parents and rela- 
tives of the girl. Tho physicians discov- 
ered evidences that an abortion had been 
committed, that the fcctus had been re- 
moved, and that the womb bad been 
punctured iu places. 


The funeral took place from the family 


residence on Thursday afternoon, the re- 
mains being interred iu Greenwood cem- 
etery. 


DR. WHEEI/ER AI1RR.STED.

daughter residing in Decatur, came hero 
from Raymond, III., two years ago. He 
is a native of Ohio, and lived during his 
boyhood in Greenville, Bond county, 111. 
He is a gray-haired man of large frame, 
and ifl past Wi years of age. We trust 
that he may b( able to establish his inno- 
cence of the terrible charge preferred 
against him.

Gas Treatment of 
AV hooping Cough. 


In the treatment of whooping cough 


in gas works, as lately resorted to, espe- 
cially in London, tho purifying chamber 
consists of a large room with doors and 
windows freely open, and each contains 
twenty-torn- vessels, holding five cubic 
meters of depurating biibstance—lime 
and sulphate ot iron mixed with sawdust 
—through which the gas has to pass. 
When the workmen are emptying and 
re.filling these vessels, tho children with 
whooping cough are placed around it, 
and inhale tho vapors which escape ; 
they are in an atmosphere containing 
ammonium sulphide, carbolic acid and 
tarry products. 
As to tho eflicieney of 


this treatment, one physician reports 
that of 120 cases persevered with, in 
twenty there was entire failure, forty- 
eight showed improvement, and the rest 
wore cures ; it is thought, however, that 
it acts only upon one clement of the 
malady, viz., catarrh.— Scientific Amer- 
ican.
